Dr. Goetz explained that the program's design is to provide
bioscience training for workers in Utah's bioscience industry.

Mr. Kasey Schuster, Freshman, Biotechnology Program, Salt Lake Community College, expressed his
support for the program and his concerns for the lack of opportunities to further his education beyond a

two-year degree.

Mr. Frey expressed the desire and necessity for industry, education, and government to work
cooperatively.

Ms. Nancy Lyon, University of Utah, explained that a complete transfer of credits from Salt Lake
Community College's InnovaBio Program to the University, upon creation of afour-year degree, is
possible.

Dr. Goetz distributed "SLCC Biotechnology Student Success."
